though in no wiſe excuſable , may admir ſome 
reaſonable defence , foraſmuch as their conceipt 
could reach no further. For as Zenophanes ſaith, /f 
beaſts could paint , they would pourtray God to their 
owne ſhape and feature, becauſe they could concern no 
further, And this is the cauſe why the Heathen a- 
dored theirplants, ſtarres, and ſuch creatures, in- 
aſmuch as they could not reach nor attaine to the 
knowledge of an higher Deitie. But to conferre 
them, thar is, the Heathen and prophane people 
with the now-being Chriſtians, it will ſeeme 
wonderfull, if I make manifeſt by relation had to 
their liues , how the depraued conditions of our 
Chriſtians nowadaycs ( whoſe knowledge giues 
them aſſurance of Eternitie,) walke in as'grear 
blindneſſe and. palpable darknes as euer tae Hea- 
then did.

But 
afterward by a degenerate, rather vnnaturall 
courſe(as whatis not corruptedin time,if we con- 
ſider her originall puririe) A certaine kind of people, 
as extraordinarie in proportion for their great- 
neſſe, ſo of vabounded mind for their ambition 


and boldneſle, began firſt ro wage battell with 


the gods immortall:till the gods perceiuing their 
Nour and aſpiring natures,ouexthrew them in their 
own practiſes: for they did—-1mponere Pelion Ofſe, 
Tumble mount Pelioz vpon Offa, whereby they 
might reach euen vnto heauen:but the gods made 
thoſe mountaines the Giants ſepulchers ; where 
they lie {vnderthoſe vaſt hils ) and every ſeucnth 
yeare,as the Poets faine — Sub tanti oneris immen= 
ſa mole corporaſublenantes, & eorum opera perperam 
aggreſſa execrantes,they lie vnder the weight of fo 
oreat a burthen to giue them a ſenſible rouch of 
their former ambition, Not withour an excellent 


morall incluſively ſhadowed , and ficlyapplied to 


ſuch ambitious heads who are alwayes aſpiring 


highs1]l with the Giants they be caſt downe, lea- 
uing no other monument to poſteritie , ſaue 
diſhonour, the due guerdon of their impietie. And 
ſurely who.ſhall but conſider the diverſe ſingular 
ends and purpoſes wherto thoſe pregnant fictions 
of the Poets were addrefled, wittily and emphari. 
| | cally 
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cally expreffing their ſcuere and impartiall judge- 
ments, iuſtly inflited on offendors, ſhall ſee in 
chema wonderfull inuention, and a continyall 
diſcourſe , proceeding forward without any'al- 
teration , redious digreſſion, or materiall diffe- 
rence in therelation, Againe, to obſerue the re- 
uerence which euen the Pagan Authors vſed to- 
ward their gods ,. beginning no-worke of what 
conſequence ſocuer, without inuocation of their 
fained deities, would moue in vs a more ſerious 
admiration. So that as Palerins Maximus ſaith, 
— Ab Ione optimo maximo orſs ſunt priſci oratores : 
The ancieat Orators vſed alwayes to begin their works 
in their forme of pleading, with an auſpicious /#- 
piter, whereby their workes might haue good ſuc. 
ceſſe and proceeding. So may I ſay, by a preſent 
application had to theſe times, that as our beſt-pro« 
miſiag labours become fruitleſſe,unleſſe the Almightie 
proſper and ginethem ſucceſſe : ſo by neceſſarie con(e* 
quence , whoſocuer falleth into contempt and de- 
ſpifing of God immortall, ſhall haue his purpoſes 
defeated, and vtterly vanquiſhed with the fore- 
named Giants. Wherefore my third Satyre ſhall 
inveigh againſt ſuch as in contempt of God ( gi- 
antlike ) praQiſe not onely to pull him from his 
throne by violence, but blaſpheme him through a

]: is reported of Craſzs, that he ſent for Solon, | 
well perceiving that he was eſtecmed the wiſeſt | 
in Greece : to the intent he might ſee him placed 

in his majeſty, pompe,and great ſolemnity.When | 
Solon was come, he demanded of him, whom he | 


thought 
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thought ro be the happieſt man in the world ; not 
doutring bur he would conclude him to be the 
happieſt, conſidering the magnificence of himlelf, 
the adiniration of his attendants, & the ſecurity of 
his ftate, grounded on ſuch powerfull alljance.S9- 
[m(contrary to his expectance) replyed,He could 
iudgenone truly happie before his death, — Ne- 
minem ante obitum felicem eſſe arburor, Yet Croſs 
would not let him go fo, but demanded further : 
whom he thought then Luin g to be rhe happieſt; 

whereto anſwered San, Tellus; & wno next faith 
Croſu5?*Next to Tellics do | eftceme { leabts & Bi- 
tou (who died inthe very performance of parentall 
obedicnee: ) & ſo forward without the lealt men- 
tion made of Cre{zs telicitie. Whereby it ſeemed 
that Cre/a was much offended, though he cocea- 
Ide his anger for that preſent time, Jetl the fooliſh 
conceipt of his ſelfe-cfteemed happineſſe ſhould 
become palpable. Burt within ſhort time afterward 
He found Solons ſaying moſt true: for being taken 
priſoner by Cyr the Perfian king , he was grie- 
uouſly puniſhed, & reſtrained by ttraite ſeuere im- 
priſoner, tillſuch time as a day Was appointed for 
Croſs dearh: & being to be ſer vpon the tagot, & 
rcady to ſuffer death, he cried forth: 0 Solon "Saks 
vera ſunt que dixiſti neminem ante obitum felicem: 

Cyrus hearing theſe words, and enquiring the 
meaning of them, preſently deliuered him,anſwe- 
ring: & ea gioque min enextre poſſunt.: Conhide- 
ring > the fate of mans life co be vacertaine, and 
that none ought to planar his hopes vpon that ſta- 

bilitic of fortune in terrene aftaires, as to promiſe

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himſelte ſecurity in his ſtate, or continuance of 
ſucceſle for one victoric atchieued: ſeeing her 
wings are not clipped, that her flight ſhould be 
reſtrained, nor to any Prince ſo particularly enga- 
ced , that he onely thould be by her attended, In 
briete, as the onely hope of the vanquiſhed con+ 
fiſts in the expeCtance of all extremitie: ſo is it the 
principall glory of the Conquerour, to moderate 
his fortune by a mild and tempreate bearing of 
himſelte to the conquered, Hence alſo have wee 
ſufficient argument of reproofe , towards ſuch as 
take pleaſure or delight in their abundance, as 
Creſus did , foas their minds become drowned, 
having no reſpe& to the eternitie promifed.. The 
reaſon is, they repoſe their beatitude and felicity 
in things tranſitorie and vncertaine , not looking 
vp to the Author of all blifle and happineile, who 
is the direQor and proteQtor of all men, diſpoſing 
them to the line and leucll of his blefſed will, by 
expecting them foreflowing , inviting them re- 
fiſting , recalling them wandering , and embra- 
cing them returning : without whoſe \aide our 
rength is weakeneſſe , without whoſe light our 
Gght is blindnefſe, and without whoſe grace our 
endeuours are fruitlefle. For alas, what is mans di- 
rection but diftraction, what is his knowledge 
bur imperfection , and what is the beſt of his re- 
ſolution but confuſion, wanting his gracious pre- 
ucntion that giveth ro each worke a happy period 
and concluſion? Eſpecially in this curious and in- 
tricate Labyrinth of mans life, wherein many 
Cymmerian windings { to wit, priuate ſeduce- 
| | ments) 
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ments) are framed and cunniogly contriued by 
that ſubtil-winged Dedals. So as miſerably are 
we forced to erre and ſtray, vnlefle by Ariadnes 
threed, that is, the heauenly light of Gods illumi- 
nating Spirit,we be aireRed and conducted in this 
vaſt Theatre of intricacy, to the flowrie Eden of 
endlefle felicitie. For without that allworking po- 
wer, we are ouerwhelmed with darkneſſe, not a«- 
ble to attaine to the comfort of our ſoules, to en- 
ioy the fruition of eternall conſolation in the life 
to come. 

To ſhew you the worthie intendments and re- 
ſolutions of the Ancient , would but make a flou- 
riſh without effeR: as by way of illuſtration ex- 
amplefide in mortification, ro ſhew you how Ors- 
gen made himſelfe an Eunuch, Democritzs put out 
. his owne eyes, Crares caſt his monie into the fea, 
T bracizzs cut downe all his vines. Secing then that 
to examplifie a mans writings in theſe dates, is but 
to beate the aire, vnlfle 1nueCion or a bitter Sa- 
tyre moueit, I will make haſte torunne into my 
former reprehenſion, ſince with Jauncnall I may

' the ground and foundation of his feare, hauing

ſell to take the babe and lay it , that whatſocuer 
his dreame imported,” might by this meanes be 
preuented: but Harpags inore copaſhonate thei 
Aftiages (chough too remorcelefle) expoſed it to 
the crueltie of ſauage beafts, where (ſo carefull is 
nature of her owne ) it found more pittie in the 
wild forreſt, then in his grandfathers Pallace, be 
ing for ſome dayes nouriſhed by a ſhe-woife or

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bitch, (whence Nurſes to this day reſerue the 

name of Spaces, ) and after found by one Fauſtu- 

tus a ſhepheard, was delivered to his wife to be 
brought vp and nurſed: which ſhe,delighted with 

the chearfull countenance of the child, did accor- 

dingly, till in tract of time Cyras came to the yn- 

expected height of an Empire, and fullfilled thoſe 
prediQions and Prophecies which were formerly

regarded, ( as held for the very * Oracles of ſome 
ſuperiovr power ) yet the reſpe&t which tormer 
time had of him grew leſſened, through the de-

Þ Potew a potent and puiſſant Prince of 
Greece, by the initigation of /auoimpoſed 
Hercules moſt difficult labours,to the end to haue 
him diſpatched. Bur of ſuch inuincible patience 
was Hercules in ſufferivg,and of ſuch reſolution in 
performing , as to his ſuccecding glory he pur- 


chaſe 
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chaſed himſelfe honour through their hate ;- gai- 
ning to himſelfe renowne , where his foe inten» 
ded incuitable revenge. Whence we may col- 
le&two remarkable things , no lefle fruitfull in 
obſeruing, then delightfull in peruſing. The one 
is, tonote how prompt and prepared men of de- _ 
praued or vicious diſpoſition are, to put in execu- 
tion the pleaſure of great ones, how indiretor 
vnlawfull ſoeuer their pleaſures be: direQting and 
addreſſing their employments to the bent of their 
command , be it wrong or right. And theſe are 
ſuch who account it good ſaving policie,to keepe 
euer correſpondence with greatneſſe , eſteeming 
no ſupportancefirmer, no prote&ion ſafer , then 
to hold one courſe with thoſe high-mounting 
Cedars, from whoſe grouth the lower /ornbs re- 
ceiue ſhadow and ſhelter. The ſecond which I 
note, is to obſerue what glorious and proſperous 
ſucceſſe many haue, who purſued and iniuriouſly 
perſecuted (like Zenocyates Sparrow ) either find 
ſome compaſſionate boſome to cheare & receiue 
them, or by the aſſiſtance of an vnconfined po- 
wer, attaine anoble iſſue in mid( of all occurren- 
ces. To inſiſt on inſtances, were to enlarge an Ar- 
gument aboue his bounds : few or none there are 
who haue not or may not,haue inftance in the one, 
as well asperſonall experience inthe other. Eſpe=- 
cially when we recal to mind how many inſtant & 
imminent dangers haue bene threatned vs,8& how 
many gracious and glorious deliuerances tendred 
vs. Some other excellent obſeruations might be 
culled or feleAcd from the lowrie border of this 
L 3 ſubicA, 
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ſubic& , but my purpoſe is rather to ſhadow at 
ſome, then amply to dilate on all. For I haue euer 
obſerued, how Arguments of this nature are to 
moſt profit compoſed , when they are not ſo am» 
ply as aptly compiled : Long and tedious diſcour- 
ſes being like long ſeruices, tending more to ſur- 
fet then ſolace ; whereas the pleaſure of varictic,
